ACTION OF COUNCIL OF 


| CHRISTIAN CHURCHES 


At a meeting of the United Council of 
Christian Churches in Ireland, the following 
resolution regarding the Christians in Russia 
was adopted :— 

“The United Council of Christian Churches 
desires to express its deepest sympathy with 
the Russian Christians who are enduring ao 
much affliction and persecution, and to urge 
upon Christians in this land the need for con- 
stant prayer on their behalf. It also earnestly

SYMPTOMS 


Mountjoy Prison, said that he had the 
prisoner under observation “since July 11th, 
and had formed the opinion that he was sane. 
But there was a possibility, he admitted, that 
he was suffering from minor epilepsy. While 
in Mountjoy the prisoner had. a slight 
feverish attack which might or might not 
have been malaria. It could have been in- 
fluenza. The attack lasted two and a half 
days and witness gave him quinine. His 
opinion was that the attacks were migraine, 
which was a common sequel to malaria, and 
was also a predisposing cause. of minor 
epilepsy. 

“here was one thing the prisoner told me 
that was not revealed in the evidence, said 
Dr. Coyne in reply to Mr. Dunne. “ After 
he had fallen asleep on July Ist, the next 
thing he remembered was a flash and short- 
ness of breath. He remembered nothing more 
until he woke up in hospital.” 

Cross-examined further, the witness said 
the flash might be the aura, very common 
in minor eptlepsy, and he did not think 
that the fact was so commonly known that 
the prisoner could have invented it. What 
struck witness first was that it might have 
been the flash of a razor. 3 

Sergeant Stapleton, recalled, said that the 


| Tazor case was found a couple of hours after 


the tragedy, in a chest of drawers. 

Inspector O'Neill, recalled, said that he 
did not make a thorough search of the 
drawers, which were full of all sorts of 
articles and rubbish. One of the Buchanans 
pointed out. the razor case. 


A RETURN TICKET 


Detective-Officer T. Forde stated that, at 
1.15 on the day of the tragedy, Joseph 
Buchanan pointed to a drawer in the house 
and told witmess that a razor case had been 
found there. There were no Guards at 
Buchanans’ house when.he arrived there. 
Sergeant Stapleton, who atated that he 
was one of the first to arrive at Buchanans’, 
said that he saw no bicycle there. Had it 
been there he would have secn it. 

Joseph Buchanan told the Court that he 
found the razor case in a chest of drawers, 
and he gave it to Detective-Officer Forde 
when he arrived. 

Evidence that he found the return portion 
of a ticket from Dublin to Euston in posses- 
sion of the prisoner was given by Inspector 
O'Neill. 

Mr. R. P. Dunne began his address to the 
jury on behalf of the accused man at 12.30 


p.m. 

He described the recall of the witnesses 
by the prosecution as an effort by the State 
to bolster up a weak case. Even leaving out 
the question of insanity altogether, and tak- 
ing the case on the bare facts, there was not 
a scintilla of evidence before them to justify 
a verdict of guilty. . Neither motive nor 
premeditation had been established, and he 
suggested that the whole contention of the 
State was absurd. In fact, anything but a 
motive for such a crime existed between 
the accused man and the dead girl, who had 
been on the best of terms round about 
July ist, 


“NO MOTIVE” 


Unless Fletcher was a perfect liar, a 
magnificent. actor, his evidence in the box 
showed, in a pathetic way, how fond he was 
of the deceased woman. Everything had 
gone to show that Fletcher's money was 
spent on the girl. They had in the dock an 
upright, honest, sober and temperate man, 
who, in furtherance of his love affairs, strove 
day after day to get a better position, and 
who certainly intended’ to marry tlie. girl. 
If the jury looked upon the ease reasonably 
and honestly, they would come to the con- 
clusion that there was no apparent motive, 
but that the contrary was true. 

The police, counsel commented, had shown 
a lackadaisical attitude which was to he 
deplored. He was rather sorry for them, 
he said, and more sorry for Mr. Geoghegan 
and Mr. Haugh, who had been let down by 
the police investigations. He did not want 
to castigate the police too severely, but in 
the eyes of the jury he felt that they must 
look foolish, and more to be pitied than any- 
thing else. 

An opinion could have been fermed by the 
State Pathologist as to whether the wounds 
were self-inflicted or not, but he had not 
been called, although his services had been 
requisitioned in cases of far less importance. 
Mr. Justice Meredith remarked that the 
pathologist was almost invariably called in 
infanticide cases to show that the child was 
born alive. 


SUICIDE THEORY 


Dealing with the medical evidence, Mr. 
Dunne said that all the doctors agreed there 
was a strong possibility that Fletcher was 
suffering from ‘minor epilepsy, and he was 
certainly entitled to the benefit of the doubt. 
It was qnite possible, too, counsel sug- 
gested, that the girl might have had the 
razor for some purpose of her-own, and that 
during the attack of minor epilepsy Fletcher 
might have seen it and caught hold of st. 
There were infinite possibilities, and, so long 
as there was a possibility, Fletcher was 
It was 
mysterious; it was that sort. of case that 
would lend itself admirably to imaginative 
thought to reconstruct. There was a doubt 
even as to whether the girl committed suicide 
or not. It was as possible that she com- 
mitted suicide as it was that Fletcher killed 
her. There were so many doubts that the 
verdict of the jury should ““not guilty.” 

Mr. Dunne concluded his address at 3 p.m. 
Mr. Kevin Haugh, on behalí oí the State, 
said the ónus of proving that a crime was 
committed during such time that a person 
was not mentally responsible lay, not on the 
State, but on the defence. Im closing the 
case, the State still maintained that it was 
one of murder in every legal sense of the 
word. There was no doubt that this man, 
who was passionately, desperately and 
honourably fond of this girl, whom he longed 
to make his wife, parted with her on the eve 
of her departure for Dublin on cool terms. 
A month elapsed, and this girl, of whom the 
risoner was so desperately , had written 
ut once. Life was intoleraMe for him, and 
he decided, to go to his doctor and obtain 
a certificate which would enable him to get a 
week’s leave to bring back this girl he so 


desired to marry. 
JOINED IN DEATH 


The State suggested, continued counsel, 
that it was not a genuine illness—that in his 
frenzy to get to Dublin the risoner deceived 
the doctor, By reason of his past illnesses 
abroad, he was in such an acute state of 
depression that life meant ok to him 
without this girl, who had apparently turned 
him down—life was nothing to him, unless 
both went back to London or both died in 
Dublin.

When the prisoner bought: the razor, he 
intended to end not - tisid: life, but 
his own life also. subterfuge, and 
realising that he had almost lost her, the 
prisoner got te Dublin to prevail on her day 
in and day out to return to London.

Counsel dealt with the handkerchiefs found 
in prisoner's possession, and suggested that 
the accused might have thought that in the 
event of a struggle those handkerchiefs 
might have been useful.

Dumping the Fish 


We get rid of the fish along the coast 
with great difficulty... A lorry has had to 
come out from Galway to take the fish 
from the-boat in Cashla Bay and to dump 
it in lots of a thousand in various villages. 
Night is falling fast, and the few remain- 
ing hundreds are practically given away. 

i None of us has much enthusiasm left to 
hurry back and start our gear again with 
the prospect of another nightmare of a 
day or night getting back to the fishing 
ground, with no satisfactory way of getting 
rid of the fish we have caught. And well 
do we know that in a few days, with the 
new moon and spring tides, the fish will 
move away. 

The one and only solution, we think, is 
for a responsible organisation to take the 
fish fresh. A boat can always be chartered 
to go to the mainland, or, if there is not 
sufficient to warrant this course, the fish 
should be cured on the island. But the 
onus of doing so should not be on the 
islander, who is fully occupied in catching 
the fish and getting his gear ready for 
shooting again. When Galway is short of 
fish Dublin supplies the need. Is it not 
reasonable, then, to suggest that, when 
Galway has more than can be consumed, 
supplies from the Aran Islands should 
always be given a chance; for the islanders 
| are often forced to leave their gear ashore

The author apologises for a defect of 
tone in the work. He says that minds 
have changed since he began the work in 
1900 ; for, in those times, colonial war was 
regarded with a sort of schoolboy 
romanticism, but ' anyone who writes 
nowadays a book representing war as we 
still saw it in the year 1900, is committing 
a crime.” He vigorously condemns the 
Italian adventure of 1935. ‘‘ In attacking 
Ethiopia, they (the Italians) are attacking 
every other small nation in the world.” 

Mr. Berkeley goes on to give a summary 
of modern Ethiopian history. The present 
reviewer has seen no more lucid accpunt of 
that obscure topic. He describes the 
efforts to unify Ethiopia, and the growth 
of the Amharic power — incidentally 
making it fairly clear that the Italians are 
right in claiming that a large region now 
in dispute is not strictly Ethiopian terri- 
tory. Then comes the book itself, which 
comprises an exhaustive account of the 
former Italian campaign.

Sa has come upon me with something of 
a shock that Christmas. will be here in 
just over a month, and that the Christmas 
season is open already. The problem of 
presents looms large—it will loom con- 
tinually larger as the intervening weeks 
slip by—and, as usual, I have not the 
faintest idea where to begin, or how, 
having begun, to proceed. principle 
is reasonably well established with me that 
the best thing to give anybody is a book; 
but there arises the inevitable question— 
What book ? 

It is so easy to fall into grievous error 
and suffering. Two years ago, as 
remember to my bitter cost, I was. en- 
couraged, almost forced, to purchase a 
new novel which was enjoying a rage at 
the time for the stocking of an elderly 
cousin. The dust-cover offered me no 
reason to suppose-that it would. be. any- 
thing but suitable; a more or less cursory 
glance through the pages confirmed mv 
first impression of its innocuity. — Yet, 
when I called upon the recipient about 
the time of New Year, it was easy to 
detect a slight strain in her reception of 
me, and her thanks were conched in such 
a manner as to make it evident that she 
was holding something back. I understood 
the reason when subsequently I read Miss 
X ’s novel for myself. Reviewers would 
not mind a little episode like that on 
page —; neither, for that matter, would 


anybody under the age of fifty-five; but 
one is apt to forget that the greatest 
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transigence of motorists, áre among the 
common ‘nuisances most frequently 
attacked by Mr. Herbert and the admir- 
able Haddock. " 

In particular, the satire has a keen 
edge, and .is intended to amend when it 
concerns the Court of Probate, Divorce and 
Admiralty. It is impossible to read the 
earefully-argued cases on the marriage 
and divorce laws without a conviction that 
Mr. Herbert has done more than most 
men to discover a state of affairs which 
should be remedied. Related often in the 
most delightful way, as in Pratt v. Pratt, 
where Sir Oliver Slick behaves so oddly 
er in Pipp v. Pipp and Forest, where 
Mr. Justice Wool gives an unusual judg- 
ment, they are, nevertheless, serious con- 
tributions to the subject. No less serious, 
though without. the same quality of -seva 
indiqnatwo, are the cases on the licensing 
laws. 


Wolves in the Fold 


The legal differences between libel and 
slander and felony and misdemeanour are 
other fruitful themes. In Rex v. Bitter 
and Rex v. the Commissioner of the 
Metropolitan Police the detestable activi- 
ties of the agent provocateur are un- 
masked, and it is reasonable to suppose 
that recent amendments in this and other 
matters are due in some degree to Haddock. 
Few topics of current interest have escaped 
this witty writer, and the book is per- 
vaded with the comis spirit even in the 
cases where the issues involved are funda- 
mentally serious. It is one of the 
humorous books of the century, and ought 
to be in the library of every discerning 
reader. Experience suggests, however, that 


it should be chained to the shelf. 


tive pages, compiled from despatches and 
eye-witnesses’ accounts, The savagery of 
the Ethiopian warriors is not laboured, 
but the facts speak loud. The real heroism 
of the Italians is revealed in the cold 
record. We are left to pity that Italian 
general who was largely to blame, though 
he really was the victim of the ambition 
of politicians at home, who forced him 
onward, insufficiently equipped, in spite of 
his appeals to be allowed to resign.

The French reply, in broad outline, is 
almost identical with the British, but its 
tone is more conciliatory, and it is 
emphatic in its protest against the allega- 
tion that sanctions constitute an act of 
war. Sir Samuel Hoare gives the impres- 
‘sion that Britain has imposed sanctions 
because she feels it to be her duty; 
M. Laval indicates that he was faced with 
Hobson’s choice. | 

We do not know what, if any, steps 
Signor Mussolini proposes to take against 
the so-called “ sanctionist’’’ Powers. It 
is ‘evident, however, that the measures 
that have been adopted at Geneva are 
proving to be far more effective than any- 
body ever expected them to be.

| foreign trade has come to a virtual stand- 


still. She is finding increasing difficulty 
in the maintenance of essential supplies 
for her armies in North-East Africa, and 
her home population is beginning to suffer 
grave inconvenience. In order to relieve 
the situation in respect of foodstuffs, 
Signor Mussolini has ordered the tem- 
porary release of 100,000 men from the 
colours in order that they may be able to 
work on the land at home. He also has 
issued some very drastic orders to the 
civilian population in Italy with a view 
to the conservation of supplies of all 
kinds. The almost complete dislocation of 
trade, however, is proving to be an 
exceedingly serious handicap, and every 
day the feeling of tension in Italy seems 
to be growing. The danger is, of course, 
that Signor Mussolini, realising that time

tion. The mind of a dictator is difficult 
to fathom at the best of times, and Signor 
Mussolini always has been a law unto 
himself. It is quite conceivable that, as 
time progresses and his domestic embar- 


rassments increase, he may decide to call 


hanco, and stake everything on some 
desperate throw. Nobody in Europe 


desires the humiliation of the Italian 
people. Nobody desires to see them 
thrown once again as a prey to the forces 
of unrest and disorder which had gained 
such a grip on the country when Signor 
Mussolini marched his Black Shirts to 
Rome; and, above all, nobody desires an 
extension of the conflict in Abyssinia. It 
is to be hoped, therefore, that, acting in 
the spirit of their replies to the Italian 
Note, Britain and France will not rest in. 
their efforts to bring the present dispute 
to a peaceful end. No sacrifice—except 
the sacrifice of the League's authority— 
could be too great to make in this noble 
cause; and every additional hour’s delay 
is fraught with menace to the world’s 
peace. 

One of the disadvantages of a dictator- 
ship is the fact that the great man always 
tends to surround himself with persons 
who tell him precisely what he likes to 
hear—a type of individual for whom 
the Americans have coined the term 
‘‘ ves-man.’’ It is manifest that Signor 
Mussolini has been advised wrongly from 
the beginning. His policy has been a 
tragedy of miscalculations, most of which 
probably have been due to the fact that 
his. advisers have been afraid to tell him 
the truth. Thus he miscalculated com- 
pletely the attitude of the French and 
British peoples, and was really shocked 
when they decided to support the Covenant 
of the League. An even greater mis- 
calculation, however, seems to have been 
made in respect of the actual campaign in 
Abyssinia. When the war started the 
Italian newspapers hoped to have the 
‘‘ niggers ” on the run in a few weeks, and 
to reach Addis Ababa, having annihilated 
the Negus’s forces en route, within a, few 
months. Now, after more than six weeks’ 
fighting, the Abyssinian armies stil] are 
intact; they have been able to avoid any 
major engagement with the Italians, and 
all Signor Mussolini’s tanks, aeroplanes 
and Flammenwerfer have failed to win 
him a single victory of any note. Indeed, 
the Abyssinians are acting with unex- 
pected patience, hoping to evade the enemy 
until the rains begin again about February 
or March, when the Italian cause will be

Free State Trade 


Last month’s trade returns, a summary 
of which we print this morning, give 
another opportunity to take stock of 
the Free States position, and ‘we 
are glad t6 note that their story 
is a little more cheerful than usual. 
October itself showed an improvement over 
the previous month, both in imports and 
exports, while the total volume of trade in 


has a decidedly more healthy appearance. 
From November, 1933, to October, 1934, 
the Free State’s economic position became 
so bad that the adverse balance not only 


rose to the highest point in ten years, 
but actually exceeded the total export 


trade for the year by more than a millien 
pounds. In the corresponding period 
which ended last month the adverse 
balance has fallen from £19,911,225 to 
£17,157,078; the imports have decreased 
from £38,801,218 to £37,254,6835, and the 
exports have risen from £18,542,423 to 
£19,769,206. It will be noticed, of course, 
that the adverse balance, in proportion to 
the total amount of trade, still is far too 
high to be comfortable. In 1926-'27, for 
example, it reached about the same figure 
as it has reached during the past twelve 
months, but its implications were far less 
serious at that time than they are now. 
In 1926-’27 it was to be compared with 
a total trade of #2£105,681,517, whereas 
in the present period the total trade is no 
more than £57,352,288. Yet there has 
been an improvement within the year, for 
which we must thank not only the general 
revival of trade throughout the world, but 
also the slightly less uncompromising 
attitude of the Free State itself. Imports 
have declined in the first ten months of 
1935, and exports have risen—the fall in 
the former category is mainly confined 
to foodstuffs, and the rise in the latter 
is due almost altogether to the coal- 
cattle pact with Great Britain. With 
regard to exports, indeed, ovr best 
customer is still unchanged—in spite of 
alternative 


every attempt to secure 
markets, our trade with Great Britain 
remains twelve times as great as our trifle 
with all the other countries put together. 
The coal-eattle pact, therefore, gave an 
immediate stimulus, and its result was 
that the Free State exported live-stock to 
the total value of £5,801,959 in the first 
ten months of this year, as compared with 
a total of £4,836,889 in the corresponding 
period of 1934. This rise of nearly a 
million pounds has been responsible for 
most of the improvement in our general 
export trade, and the fact teaches one 
A restoration of her 
cattle exports is what the. Free State 
principally needs in order to regain 
prosperity, and nothing stands in the way 
except the foolish “ economic war’’ with 
Great Britain. Common-sense on either 
side of the Irish Sea might have settled 
it months ago ; but common-sense has been 
noticeably lacking. Now that Mr. J. H. 
Thomas has gone from the Dominions 
Office, and Mr. Malcolm Macdonald has 
taken his place, may we hope that there 
will be further discussions, and that the 
means may be found to restore both trade 
and friendship between the two countries?

Railway Risks 


Nowadays, when the perils of railway 
travel come up for discussion, it is 
assumed that they are all of one kind. It 
is possible—though only remotely pos- 
sible—that the passenger may become 
involved in a collision; it is also possible 
to be run over by a train while wandering 
absent-mindedly across the line. Apart 
from those misfortunes, what is there to 
fear? The problem, however, did not 
present itself in quite such simple terms 
to our ancestors. When George Stephen- 
son’s iron steeds were trundling through 
the country at fifteen miles an hour there 
were many people who maintained that 
the smoke from their chimneys would ruin 
all the crops for miles around, and that, 
in any case, the human frame never could 
stand the strain of being carried along at 
such lightning speed. Even in 1863, 
according to the Manchester Guardian, 
the Lancet still was shaking its head 
regretfully over the evil effects of railway 
travel on the health of the public. Diseases 
of the brain, the spine, the eyes and the 
nerves, it held, were in many cases due to 
the railways. A leading physician made 
the horrifying announcement that the 
season-ticket holders on the Brighton line 
“appeared to him to grow old with a 
rapidity that amazed him ”; and his views 
were only partially denied by another 
doctor, who made the grudging admission 
that railway travel, where strong and 
healthy people were concerned, need not 
necessarily have fatal results. The 
general conclusion seems to have been that 
railways led to excitement, mental dis- 
orders and a number of minor ills, and 
that they should be avoided, unless the 
constitution of the passenger was suffi- 
ciently tough to stand the strain. While 
we laugh at these fears, however, we must 
remember that the railway carriage of 
1863, with its hard seats and almost com- 
plete absence of springs, was terribly un- 
comfortable. Perhaps it was the noise and 
the jolting which added years to the 
season-ticket holders of 1863, and left even 
the occasional traveller in a state of 
nervous exhaustion at the end of his

The 
cities and countryside can be planned by 
experts, so that they will not have to fear 
the changes of those ten or twenty years, 
but rather will gain from them.

YAM FLETCHER, the London 
hotel porter, was found guilty, but 
insane, of the murder of Jane Buchanan, 
the 23 years old Dublin woman, who was 
found dying, with her throat cut, at her 
father’s home in Mark street, Dublin, on 
July ist. 

The trial was concluded at the Central 
Criminal Court, Dublin, last night, after 
a five days’ hearing. The jury was absent 
for an hour. 

After the foreman of the jury had 
handed him the finding, the Clerk of the 
Court read it out as follows :— 

' “ Guilty, but insane, the act being 
committed during a _ period of 
automatism induced by his epilepsy. 

Mr. Justice Meredith then pronounced 
the sentence of the Court: “To be detained 
in strict custody and be taken care of 
until the pleasure of His Excellency the 
Governor-General be made known.”’, 

The prisoner was then taken below, 

The judge informed the jury that he 
would recommend a three years’ remission 
of jury service. 

It was the first time in Dublin legal 
history that the jury was composed of 
eleven men. 


DISCOVERY OF THE CRIME 


Fletcher’s crime was discovered on the 
morning of July lst, when, following a 
shriek, Miss Buchanan’s bedroom was 
broken into by her father and brothers, 
and they found her dying from throat 
wounds. Shortly afterwards Fletcher was 
discovered lying in a hallway, suffering 
from severe throat wounds, for which he 
was treated in hospital for ten days. A 
razor, which proved to be the most im- 
portant and most mysterious factor in the 
trial, was lying beside him, covered in 
bleod. Its ownership was never traced. 

Throughout the week the prisoner had 
listened to all the evidence with a keen 
interest. Sitting straight up, with his 
head tilted backward and slightly to the 
left, his eyes half closed, he looked an 
immobile figure in the dock. Under cross- 
examination he was stoic and unshaken. 
He handled the grim-looking razor with- 
out any visible change of feeling. The

SE heads of the various insurance com- 
panies operating in Dublin spent the 

greater part of yesterday in “ assimilat- 

ing” the provisions of the Insurance Bill. 

Although several views were expressed, 
the general attitude of the managers and 
secretaries was that they would prefer to 
go into the measure in detail before making 
any statement on its proposals. 

Mr. M. W. O'Reilly, manager and 
secretary .of the New Ireland Assurance 
Company, Limited, said that the Govern- 
ment seemed to have departed from their 
original policy in regard to insurance. He 
objected to the bill on the ground that it 
lacked provisions which might have been 
contained in it. As a matter of fact, the 
principle of the bill was lost in so far 
that if it became law as it stood at present 
the Irish companies would be subject to 
the same amount of attack and competition 
which they had been up against for the 
past twenty years. 

“ The Irish companies,” he said, “ will 
be placed in exactly the same position-— 
competing with large companies across the 
water. I think that the question as to 
how protection should be provided is a 
matter that requires consideration. I 
believe that the obvious method would be 
to put a tax on the premiums paid on new 
contracts received by foreign firms.”’ 

Mr. O'Reilly added that he saw no 
objection to the proposed practice of 
licensing the companies, as that procedure 
had been in operation in other countries. 
The bill did not provide for any greater 
degree of protection for policy-holders than 
that which had been given by the com- 
panies themselves. The paid-up policy, in 
cases where policy-holders lapsed, already 
was in operation. Under this system the 
policy-holder received a paid-up policy for 
a reduced amount, which compared 
favourably: with the amount of tho 
premiums paid 


RE-INSURANCE 


Will the Government carry out its inten- 
tion to provide for the formation of a 
re-insurance company? The manager of 
another company, who did mot want to 
disclose his name or that of his company, 
told an Irish Times reporter that he 
believed it would be a dangerous experi- 
ment and might be dropped before the 
measure became law. 

“ What is meant by re-insurance,’’ he 
said, “ is that an ordinary insurance com- 
pany undertakes a contract with a certain 
person or firm. The company holds a, 
proportion of the amount of the policy and 
gives the rest to a re-insurance company 
which undertakes all the risks. Under 
the proposal in the bill the Government 
will have the option of taking up the 
re-insurance. Supposing that there was a 
series of catastrophes and this company 
would have to pay, there would be rather 
a heavy demand on the Exchequer, or 
rather on the Government funds. Again, 
for instance, if the Government concern 
undertook re-insurance in regard to a 
large block of buildings, say, in Dame 
street or O'Connell street, and if a serious 
fire occurred—a fire on the dimensions of 
that recently in San Francisco—could the 
newly-formed company meet the heavy 
demands put on it with the same degree of 
comfort as the big re-insurance corpora- 
tions in England? I do not think so; but, 
of course, the proposed company always 
will have the option of turning down any 
business. : 

Continuing, he said that he thought the 
bill would provide for the protection of 
policy-holders through the elimination of 
the part-time agent. At the moment, 
these agents, if they so desired, could 
make any promises in order to get an 
order. Under the proposed regulations 
only fully accredited agents would transact 
the business. 


NEED FOR REGULATION 


Mr. Arthur Wheeler, manager of the 
Employers’ Liability Assurance. Corpora- 
tion, said that he had not considered the 
measure in detail, but he thought that 
legislation which sought to regulate the 
insurance business was necessary, just as 
it had been found necessary in 1923 in 


England, when the British Parliament 
passed its Insurance Bill.

In regard to the bill’s effect on employ- 
ment, Mr. Guest said that it might be that 
one of the results of amalgamation would 
be that 2,500 workers would be put out 
of employment.

civilisation along two distinct lines— 
in the one direction downwards, from the 
creative individual, or minority, to the non- 
creative mass, among whom he or they are 
living in the geographical’ heart of the 
society ; in the second place outwards to the 
peoples on*the fringe. 


SOURCE OF REACTIONS 


If in some particular chapter of the history 
of civilisation the leaders lost their creative 
power and then attempted to replace attrac- 
tion by coercion in their relations with those 
below them and those around them, then all 
who were beyond the pale of the dominant 
minority found themselves reduced to the 
status of a proletariat in, but not of, society. 
They came to feel that, instead of being 
partners with the ruling element, they were 
simply being exploited by force. Their 
society treated them as outcasts, and they 
cast it off. When the people on the fringe 
seceded they became an external proletariat 
of barbarians in an Ishmaelitish relation 
towards the civilisation which was seeking to 
subdue and exploit them. ee 

Continuing, he said that Christianity in 
the proletariat, like Roman stoicism in the 
dominant minority, was a second attempt to 
find the path of gentleness after a lapse into 
violence, but it was active and not passive; its 
‘activity lay in another world which was in 
this world, but not of it, not because it was 
a would-be “this world,’’ which had been 
disinherited, but because it was a world 
with a higher range of spiritual dimensions, 
and, therefore, included this world inciden- 
tally without reducing itself to the dimen- 
sions within which the world lived. 

The return to nohf-violence was an im- 
measurably difficult achievement. The diffi- 
culty could be measured by the consternation 
of the Disciples at the idea of a Messiah 
who was to suffer and die. Nothing showed 
the victory of Christianity more clearly, 
however, than the rapprochement between 
this religion of the internal proletariat and the 
| philosophy of the dominant minority under 
the Roman Empire. 

Post-war events had shown that Chris- 
tianity was the antithesis of the totalitarian 
State, but they had proved also that if it 
was a rebirth, it was a rebirth in the sense 
lower. Could the ew that had 
been put forwar 
Christian Church had been to serve as a 
chrysalis into which a dying Pagan civilisa- 
tion -entered and from which a new-born 
Paganism emerged? If they could accept 
that, it. would be comforting from one point 
of view, for it was undoubtedly true that a 
large part of our Western history could be 
interpreted ¢ as @ Tecrudescence of a 
Pagan‘ civilisation of the same species ag the 
Greco-Ronian’ and all its predecessors. 

Yet, can we really persuade ourselves, he 
asked, that the Christian Church is a mere 
means of producing an end which seems so 
vastly inferior to Christianity? While we have 
seen reason for believing that eivilisations are 
not predoomed to decline and fall, we also 
have faced the unquestionable fact that the 
Greco-Roman civilisation, and a number of 
others, actually have broken down in the past. 
If the Christian Church merely is a chrysalis, 
then we find ourselves caught in a meaning- 
less cycle—a succession of civilisations that 
rise and fall. We must remind ourselves that 
ours is merely one of about twenty civilisa- 
tions that have arisen already within the last 
six thousand years, and the beginning of the 
Christian era is an event of yesterday. In 
the twentieth century, as in the fifth century. 
the Christian era is still in its infancy, and 
the Christian Church only at the beginning 
of its career on earth. 


DR. GREGG'S VIEW 


The Archbishop of Dublin, proposing a vote 
of thanks to the lecturer, said that although 
he had not been able to attend the three 
previous lectures he had followed them 
through the by-no-means-unsatisfactory news- 
paper ‘report of them. What Professor Toyn- 
bee had said to them was of enormous import- 
ance if they waated to try to understand the 
world in which they. lived. i 

They had to remember that Christianity 
had not broken down. If there had been a 
breakdown it was on the part of Christians. 
Professor Toynbee believed—his lectures had 
led up to it—that the hope of the world lay 
in Christianity. What was to succeed if not 
Christianity? What was to come next! 
Personally he could not say, and he thought 
no one else could. If they had not got 
Christianity they could face the world ‘with a 
feeling of pessimism. During the two 
thousand years of its existence Christianity 
had been a spring of hope for the world, and 
at the present moment there was not one 
atom of pessimism about it.

The people in those early 
days were quit’ content to leave the govern 
ment to the ruler and his ministers, and they 
went on tilling the earth and digging their 
wells, and this was the song of the peasant: 
“I toil, I plough my field, I dig my we'll. | 
earn my food and drink; what care | who 
rules the land if I can live in peace.” 

Under the Chou dynasty poetry 
officially recognised, and every five years the 
Emperor, touring his feudal States, would have 
collected poems and ballads, and have them 
preserved, not as literary efforts, but as 
index of the morals and politics of the various 

arts of the country. After the period of the 

oetry came the great period of Confucius. 
who was born in 551 p.c. He did not set out ; 
to found a religion or discover any profound Ff 
truths of philosophy. He was a simple man, : 
who thought that as this world was an 
association of men, the chief thing was 
for mah to learn to live in peace wih 
his brother-man. The key-note of the 
teachings of Confucius was  harmony— 
harmony in the social relationships of men,

HE advance of the Northern Army has 
ceased since the unopposed. occupation 
of Makale, and it is reported to be 

‘* eonsolidating its position’’—a much abused 

term, which can be stretched to mean almost 

anything. 

It is quite clear that. there are now three 

big pre-occupations which are worrying the 

Italians very seriously, and it is not too much 

to say that unless they are solved the suc- 

cessful hr gpewemge ens of we Roctees rene 
ign will be impossible, the first of these 

- our old friend - “supply.” Such motor 
roads as have been constructed are crumbling 
to pieces under the unceasing heavy treflic, 
and it. is impossible for repairs and. replace- 
ments to. keep pace .wibh the wastage of 
vehicles. Apart from saving — petrol, 
mechanical transporte will only give ite full 
value when confined to the uses for which 
it was designed—i.e., supplying on good 
roads such advanced bases as 
Adigrat, and only making occasional ex- 
cursions beyond those. points. 
The only alternative in this ¢térran is 
pack transport, which in its turn creates its 
own difficulties. It is much more vulner- 
able to attack, while, in addition to their 
loads, fodder for the animals has to be car- 
ried. In country where there is no local 
supply, perhaps one animal in three. has to 
be employed in carrying fodder for the other 
two. These considerations may give. some 
idea of the problem which has to be solved. 


GUERILLA BANDS 


The second pre-occupation of the I[talians 
comes from the organised guerilla bands 
behind the front lines, which are harassing 
their lengthy lites of communication with 
a good deal of success. The Italian 
High Command officially admits heavy losses 
to Italian personnel im an attack near 
Hauzien. his is particularly significant, 
and, taken in conjunction with a number of 
other similar reports, shows the danger that 
still exists in the rear. 
The third pre-occupation ‘comes from the 
nee of Sayeum at the head of a 
well-armed and considerable force in the 
Tembien massif. The threat to the flank 
and rear of the main Italian, Army, which 
this position. gives, has been stressed before 
in these columns, and the Italians now ap- 
pear to be fully alive to the danger. The 
army. corps on the right, in conjunction with 
strong detachments from the main body, are 
beginning to feel their way round the edges 
of this mountainous block, At the same 
time, constant air reconnaissance’ is being 
carried out, The reports that the invaders 
are about to encircle this whole region and 
trap Ras Seyeum are, of course, nonsense. 


However, the threat can only be met in two 
ways; either the Italians must se these 
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mountains with strong mobile columns and 
find and defeat Ras Sayeum, or they must 
immobilise heavy detachments to cover the 
Eastern exits which lead to their com. 
munications. 


IN THE SOUTH 

In the South, recent information has 
thrown a very interesting light on the fight- 
ing. near Sasa Baneh, and tends to solve the 
mystery of the retirement of the Italian 
flying columns which had so rapidly ad- 
vanced up the Wadi Fafan after the easy 
capture of Gorahai. Apparently they en- 
countered Abyssinian columns, accompanied 
bv lorries, on which were. mounted light 
quick-firing, anti-tank guns. - Though impos- 
sible yet to find out what happened in detail, 
it is now a proved fact that three or four 
Italian tanks were destroyed and at least 
four were captured, and have now been 
brought to Jijiga as trophies. The import- 
ance of this is that it means the Abvyssinians 
have now, by the use of mobile quick-firing 
guns, found the vulnerable point in tanks, 
and have thus almost negatived their value 
as an independent. weapon. This is of the 
first: importance, and will force the Italians to 
change .the ‘whole basis of their present 
tactics. They will now have to fight their 
battles with troops supported by tanks, 
instead of, as heretofore, relying almost en- 
tirely on their tanks to do all the fighting, 
The reported continuance of the rains will in- 
crease the difficulties of all mechanical con- 
veyance, as well as the danger of disease. 
The air-arm still: remains a very effective 
wea in this area 

Taking everything into consideration, the 
Abyssinian strategy has so far continued ex- 
cellent,‘ and their military position is de- 
finitely stronger than it was a week ago, and 
the Italian difficulties are correspondingly 
greater. 
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SHOCK TACTICS 


ean SEES 
CROPS BY ELECTRICITY 


Early this year a feature of an electrical 
convention held in England was an exhibi- 
tion of the growing of crops in soil which had 
been specially heated by electric cables. It 
Was an, innovation. The pripciple, however, 
has been in operation in Canada for some 
time, and now there are some 200 installa- 
tions of electric soil heating operative in 
Ontario alone. 

Thev are used for the propagation of seeds 
of both flowers and vegetables, and the 
results obtained are stated to be very satis- 
factory, indeed. In one district the use of 
electric: heating hastens the development of 
plants to the stage when they can be set 
out in the field by about three weeks. The 
crops subjected to this electrical stimulus 
have a greater. root development and shorter 
and thicker stems, and are generally more 
rugged.
